A United States bulletin “Hospitals 
for Rural Communities” brings out 
the fact that while there are provably 
too many doctors in the United States 
there are not encevsh in rural commu- | 
nities. Doctors want access to hos- 
pitals to do their best work. In 1932, 
for instance, about two-thirds of the! 
doctors of the country were associat- 
ed with hospitals. In a number of} 
states where from 70 to 85 per cent! 
of the people live in the country there | 
is only 1 doctor for every 1,000 to 
1,500 persons. In other states, in 
which only 25 to 30 per cent of the 
people live in rural territory, there is 
1 doctor to as few a@s 500 to 700 per- 
sons. Rural hospitals have been re- 
commended as one of the _ greatest 
means of attracting doctors to rural 
practice. Seme authorities believe 
that 40 or 50 miles is not too far for 
patients to go if roads are good and 
ambulance service is satisfactory. 
Others recommend a shorter distance, 
Conditions must be considered.

Adjustment of Self Feeders 


The self feeder for hogs is a useful 
labor-saving device. It should be 
built large enough to need filling only 
once a week and to accommodate ten 
to a dozen pigs. The self-feeders 
used on the Station are four feet iong, 
2 feet 6 inches wide, 3 feet 10 inches 
high at the back and 3 feet 6 inches 
in front. The frame is 2x4 inch ma- 
terial and is covered with 2 inch ship- 
lap. The lid of the feed box extends 
out over the feeding trough and jAzilps 
to shed the snow and rain. The feed 
trough is deep and spacing boards of 
2x2 inch material are placed across 
the trough. This prevents the pigs 
from rooting the chop out of the 
trough and wasting it. 

A galvanized steel sheet inside the 
feed box makes a good smooth surfi.ce 
for the chop. The construction of the 
roof and hinges is very important and 
care should be taken to see that every 
thing is rain-proof. 

Some trouble may be experienced in 
adjusting the flow of feed. Thimb- 
screws should be used to hold the ad- 
justing board in place and they make 
for easier adjustment. The soard 
should be up high enough so that 
when the pigs push on it the back- 
ward swing will force the feed out in- 
to the feeding trough and yet low en- 
Ough to keep the feed in the box when 
the pigs are not feeding. 

For a time this fall the self-feeders 
at the station would not work prop- 
erly and the herdsman had to iorce 
the feed down several times a day. 
This was overcome by removing the 
blocks behind the adjusting board, 
allowing a greater swing on its part, 
and using the feed in the box for the 
same purpose that the blocks had 
served.

Trees and Shrubs For Group Planting 


What hardy shrubs and trees would 
you recommend for group planting in 
corner of lawn? We have honey- 
suckle and caragana. What about red 
elder, flowering almond or floweving 
currant? (Mrs.) F. F., Clairmont. 

Ans: Evergreens White 

Colorado Blue Spruce 

Common Juniper is a dwarf ever- 
green about 2 feet high but makes a 
pleasing ground cover, If everg: eens 
are too siow for the purpose we sug- 
gest balsam poplar if one chooses to 
use native material, Northwest pop- 
lar is a choicer species and can be 
purchased from nearly any nuisery. 

As to suitable shrubs Red elder is a 
suitable grower, especially when pro- 
vided with a little shelter, Lacking 
this it is Mable to show varying de- 
grees of injury. Fiowering almond 
and flowering currant are consider- 
abiy less hardy. Honeysuckle and

;caragana are difficult to improve upon 


but Chinese lilac, Preston lilac and 
Hungarian lilac are also very good. 
May Day tree would probably be very 
suitable with moderate protection. 
Pincherry and saskatoon are useful 
native ornamental species. Medium- 
tall shrubs of outstanding value are 
the native mountain ash, Oriental 
spirea, (Spiraea media) and the Scotch 
rose (Rosa spinnossissima). The lat- 
ter is not completely hardy but the 
mass effect of the blooms is excellent. 
Among the dependabie dwarf shrubs 
might be mentioned dwarf caragana, 
native hagelnut (tips slightly but is 
otherwise good). The Korean spirea 
(Spiraea tricocharpa), the Germander 
spirea (8S. flexuosa) and the PikoW 
spirea (S. Pikoviensis), all of which 
are much alike, have been quite good 
so far, though tried only for a few

Red Winter Wheat 


Please give information about Red 
winter wheat. I have black hvavy 
clay land low and subject to early 
frost. I can grow Garnet wheat but 
Marquis is almost sure to get frosted. 

How is the best way to prepare the 
land? When is the best time to seed? 
What is your average yield per acre? 
F. D., Ronan, Alta. 

Ans: On January 17 1° was quoted 
in Beaverlodge at $1.17% bushel. No. 
1 Alberta red winter was priced 24 
cents less. The spread may be exves- 
sive, for Turkey Red winter wheat 
grown at Fort St. John has given grod 
results in the local mill there and a 
1937 crop of it grown by the writer 
tested 15.8 per cent protein in one test 
and a 16.5 per cent in another test 
(having matured a lean sample during 
the hot, dry weather of July and early 
August). But the trade generally 
does not consider winter wheat so 
strong as spring wheat for blending 
purposes, 

The Beaverlodge six-year summary 
report records that since 1921 the ave- 
rage yield of Turkey Red winter wheat 
has been 29 bushels 42 lbs. Though 
heading much earlier than Garnet it 
ordinarily finishes off with it. Kharkov 
22 is two or three days later than 
Turkey Red but hardier and stronger 
in the strew, Since 1922 (inclusive) 
Garnet has averaged 36 bushels 21 
pounds per acre per annum. 

The best preparation for winter 
wheat seems to be good summerfailow 
in a mellow but firm condition. The 
best seeding date is the tenth to the 
fifteenth of August.

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Ceres and Other Wheats 


I have grown Reward for 
years and never did it yield. In fact 
Ruby was better. Always we ha.e to 
harvest on the green side, and you 
know what that means with Reward. 
Now what is there left? Red Bobs? 
Well, that can be cut green, yields 
well, but piebalds badly here as Mr. H. 
Keay had some last season (1937), a 
dry year, but piebald bad, grade 8°. 
Now Mr. Keay had a small field of 
Ceres wheat in 1936. He seeded it 
first and cut it first graded No. 1°. 
Says it was a fine color, none piebald. 
A bearded wheat, I think. He had all 
of this ground into flour. Kept no 
seed. 

Will you please let me know your 
experience with this wheat. To what 
would you recommend me te change? 
G. W. R., High Prairie, Alta. 

Ans: We find no serious fault with 
the yield of Reward provided the crop 
is left to mature fully. An immature 
crop of this variety cannot be expect- 
ed to yield well and the grade is bound 
to be lowered by green kernels. Ruby 
was whe only choice for frosty dis- 
tricts until Garnet and Reward were 
released and on the whole did not 
yield weil. The tendency at present 
is to over-rate its yielding ability, 
either as a result of dimmed memory 
or a desire to find a suitable early- 
maturing wheat. At Beaverlodge Ruby 
averaged 8 per cent less grain than 
Reward 0,928 in the twelve-year peiiod

Ceres has been grown here and there 
in the Peace River district for ahout 
five years and does not seem to be 
making headway. It is a Kota-Mar- 
quis cross and is somewhat rust-rasis- 
tant. ‘The flour has good baking .ua- 
lities but may he slightly creamy in 
color, According to some it is suscep- 
tible to loose and covered smut and 
possibly to root rots. We discontinu- 
ed testing it at Beaverlodge after 1332 
since in the period from 1928-32 it 
matured 2 days later than Red Bobs 
222 and gave 3.4 recent less yield 
than Reward 0.928: Ceres is inclined 
to shatter and lodge. Following is a 
tabular comparison:

We would suggest that G. W. R.'s 
choice lies between Reward and Red 
Bobs 222, particularly if he believes 
that Garnet prices will be low in the 
future, There is not much difference 
in the time that one would harvest 
really ripe Reward or slightly imma- 
ture Red Bobs. If using the former 
variety he may get a lower yield but 
sometimes a better grade, 

The use of chemical fertiligers will 
probably hasten maturity somewhat. 
The actual results will depend much 
on the season and the soil conditions 
and one can determine what these will 
be only by actual trials on his own 
farm. BE. C. Stavey.

reports in our Agricultural Journals, 
and the daily and weekly papers, simi- 
lar to the report in last week's Tribune 
when local .cattlemen had returned 
from the stockyards at Edmonton 
much disappointed with prices receiv- 
ed for their quality finished cattle. 

I knew about all these cattle as I 
had looked them over at the local yards 
before they were loaded out, and I 
found them what the cattlemen claim- 
ed, with twelve of Drynan's’ white 
faces averaging a little over 1,000 Ibs. 
specially good, 

At the annual convention of the 
Western Canada Live Stock Union 
held recently at Saskatoon this jy. ob- 
lem of lack of demand for quality 
cattle was given much importance in 
the discuasions by the delegates. 


Another important Live Stock orga- 
nization, the Canadian Live Stock Co- 
operative (Winnipeg office), gave out 
a broadcast report on Dec. 31, dealing 
with the same situation, the Live 
Stock and Meat Trade Review put out 
by the Dominicn Covernment Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in November, «also 
gave special attention to this discour- 
aging condition of the cattle market. 
They all tried to give explanations for 
the cause of the sharp drop in demand 
and prices particularly for the qu ility 
animals. Some were like our local 
stockmen, they atiributed the lack of 
demand for best quality to lack of 
consumer ability to pay; others to 
over supply of the inferior Western 
stuff going into the Eastern markets, 
like Toronto and Montreal. 

They all admitted they didn’t under- 
stand the real trouble, and I am not 
trying to offer an explanation of all 
the reasons for the problem either, nor 
am I giving views as being representa- 
tive of all meat dealers as I know my 
views are at variance with a section of 
the meat dealers. 


But as a ineat dealer for a consider- 
able time, I have always noticed that 
with all this mystery about unprofit- 
able cattle prices, poor demand and 
lowest per capita consumption of all 
meat eating countries, that our cattle- 
men, farm jaurnals, high-up govern- 
ment stockmen, and co-operative tmar- 
keting organizations, etc., so far as I 
ever knew, have ever thought of con- 
sulting the reputable meat retailers, if 
they might know something about the 
reasons why the demand for quality 
beef is not greater than it is in this 
country. 


It seems to me, that in recent years, 
this problem has become more -om- 
plex, and has developed some new 
angles and slants, till it now looks like 
an insurmountable and almost hope- 
less problem for the beef producers. 

High-up government stockmen, odffi- 
cials of the multiplicity of cattlemen’s 
organizations, and marketing bureaus 
advocate different policies more or less 
conflicting to improve the market and 
prices, some advocate export even at 
the expense of the country by being 
subsidized, other producer-owned meat 
plants, or abattoirs, or government 
ownership of central stock yards, and 
other experimental schemes. 

Federal Governments have in the 
past assisted in financing commis:3ions 
and representatives of beef producers 
by granting substantial appropriations 
to make careful first hand investiga- 
tions into the requirements of the Bri- 
tish market, and only this summer our 
Dominion Government sent a com- 
mission there representing the Dept. 
of Trade and Commerce, with Prof. A. 
M. Shaw, director of markets service, 
head of the committee, and now we 
have the report known as the “Shaw 
Report,” copies of which can be ob- 
tained from the Department of Agri- 
culture, Ottawa. This of course is an 
interesting and instructive report, but 
as a Canadian meat retailer, I would 
ask the Market Service officials, and 
Mr. Shaw, the chairman, what would 
be the matter with having a represen- 
tative committee make a carcful first 
hand survey and inquiry into the pos- 
sibilities of enlarging and developing 
the market for the beef producers pro- 
duct in a country called CANADA, the 
beef producers would have no foreign 
competitors such as Argentine as he 
will always have even after paying 
heavy costs getting it to the British 
market, etc. Of course I should know 
that our domestic market is too lmit- 
ed, it is already overdone and also, we 
have to keep as a special preserve the 
home market for the thousands of 
dairy farm derelicts, nondescripts, and 
rejects, if we cultivate a larger domes- 
tic market for the quality beef then we 
have the heavily c pitalized dairy in- 
dustry, and the Canadian National 
Dairy Council quietly giving trouble, 
and the National Dairy Council have 
the finances, the beef cattlemen have 
not. 

Admittedly, the consumer's buying 
ability has considerable effect on de- 
mand and prices, but this explanation 
is largely bunk, which I think, should 
be debunked without delay, and what 
the cattlemen will not readily avcept 
is that the debunking is very largely 
their own responsibility, counteracting 
this mistaken idea about. lack of buy- 
ing power is going to mean fighting 
and in the final analygis it looks ‘ike 
the cattlemen's own fight. 

l agree it is the proper thing to do 
everything possible to exploit ihe 
British market, Argentine has resorted 
to trade agreements with Britain, they 
spend huge sums in Britain for adver- 
tising. I have a weekly meat and live 
stockmen's journal which is the most 
representative market journal in Dri- 
tain. This journal has for years car- 
ried several half page advertisements 
for their beef, but although Canada 
was doing lots of agitating to get a 
market there for Canadian meat pro- 
ducts, yet I never once seen any Can- 
adian advertisements in this represen- 
tative meat trade journal, but I have 
seen advertisements in it for another 
Canadian product, and we all hnow 
that the Canadian Poultry Producers 
have been successfully fighting their 
way into the British market. 

Getting back to Argentine, they did 
not stop at developing a market for 
beef in Britain, they studied the home 
market and cultivated a demand for 
good beef at home, and for years now 
their domestic consumption for meat 
is approximately double the amouat of 
our domestic consumption of meat. 

According to a report I received in 
the last mati, the current prices for 
Argentine steers is $3.75 to over $5.00 
per cwt, to the producer, so there is no 
argument that the greater per capita 
consumption there is due to much 
creaper meat. 

Argentine beef producers are orga- 
nized on a national basis, instead we 
have a multiplicity of provincial orga- 
nizations which evidently are unable to 
adopt a definite National policy. 

The Argentine cattlemen contribute 
to a levy for the Live Stock and Meat 
Markets Association, one per cent on 
all sales of livestock, the retail distri- 
bution of meats is not permitted tu be 
the haphagard, inefficient, behind the 
times system it is here, with unrogu- 
lated, chiselling guerilla competi'ion, 
fraudulent § advertising, etc. Their 
markets in cities and the inland towns 
are all rigidly supervised by this .ame 
Association, both as to the respoasibi- 
lity of the operators and the sanitary 
and hygienic gonditions, selling beef 
there is a specialized business, which 
I consider it is far from being in this 
country, 

If our beef producer does not think 
it is worth while waging an aggressive 
fight and do a lot of the fighting him- 
self, but instead, continue to passively 
look on and complain, while the Dairy 
Industry have a large section of the 
Meat Retailers cultivating and _ pro- 
moting a market for dairy farm off- 
caste and other nondescripts, I think it 
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will be useless and futile trying to put 
the beef cattle industry on a profitable 
basis, if we have to depend on export- 
ing to Britain, while we give up the 
profitable home market to the produ 
ers of cheap inferior products, ana 
lover per capita consumption as a re- 
sult. ‘ 

If the cattlemen are still determined 
to succeed and put the industry where 
it is entitled to be, and 1 stoutly miain- 
tain that it can be done, then 1 advo- 
cate: Firat, do not leave your fieht- 
ing to others, remember Farm Jour- 
nals, Governments, railroads, and «ven 
packers have responsibilities to others 
ae well as to the beef producers, | 
would say CO-Operaic ss far as pos- 
sible with all, even two the extent of 
forming a jolat organization. 

I would suggest the formation of a 
new cattlemen’s organization on a 
nations! seale, have the officials of the 
organization make a thorough inquiry 
into the domestic retail meat distribu- 
tion, then possibly form a joint com- 
mittee of say, two reputable meat re- 
tailers and two Capable stockmen, may 
be these should be one each for the 
East and the West, and if you tike a 
representative of Mr. Shaw's Market 
Service to act as chairman. I expect 
this committee would require govern- 
ment assistance to get a start, out I 
think eventually it should assume ‘his 
expense or a substantial part of it 

If the cattlemen would ask me as a 
meat retailer for reasons for the poor 
demand for their beef, I could tell them 
that the producer has created what I 
consider a gulf of animosity between 
the producer and the retailer as one 
important reason, and there ere other 
reasons, but at conventions and in 
written articles by representatives of 
the beef producers they are too free 
with adverse publicity for the Retail 
Meat Trade, this goes straight to the 
beef man’s own customer, he has ad- 
vertised that his sales agent or his 
sales representative is under paying 
the productr and that he is over- 
charging the consumer, he practically 
tells the’ consumers that if they buy 
beef, they have to pay far too much 
for it, this kind of publicity for the 
meat retailer for years has lost the 
meat man status and prestige, and the 
status and prestige of beef as an es- 
sential item of food has largely gone 
with him. 

A very recent example of this is to 
be found in the report of the Wescern 
Live Stock Union convention. Mv, EB. 
D. Adams, of Calgary, chairman of the 
policy committee, brought in amongst 
other resolutions, ‘Therefore, be. t re- 
solved, that the Western Canada Live 
Stock Union executive recommend to 
the Dominion Minister of Agriculture, 
and to the Provincial Ministers of Ag- 
riculture, tii action be taken if ne- 
cessary to eliminate detrimental prac- 
tices as applied to stock yards, packing 
plants, transportation companies, and 
Retail Meat and Meat produce stores.” 

Well, my first re-action to that dis- 
paraging reference to my _  perfo.ctly 
honorable and legitimate business or 
trade was, I said, oh well, that is pretty 
cheap propaganda, that will be very 
much appreciated by the Canadian 
Fisheries Industry and other competi- 
tive foods. I sse where we have been 
fully justified in adding these other 
foods to our market, and promote their 
sales in direct competition with beef, 
as there is never any adverse publicity 
for me from any of these industries, 
but just the opposite, they continually 
show me and thousands of my meat 
retailer friends the greatest interest in 
our welfare and aguccess, not only this, 
but they have been assisting us for 
years by having a program of high 
class national advertising in hund-eds 
of thousands of,aapies of our widely 
circulated national magazines, as weil 
as our livestock and farm journals, 
weekly and daily papers, to build up 
prestige for their fish or their attrac- 
tively packaged dairy products, canned 
foods and so on, all put up in eye-ap- 
pealing sanitary packages, which has | 
a great appeal to our modern women 
with their college or university educa- 
tion, which has given them a know!1- 
edge of the importance of foods being 
handled under strictly sanitary and 
hygienic conditions, 


My opinion is that it would be more 
profitable for Mr, Adams and the very 
important industry he represents, if he 
would give his attention to competitive 
foods and lay off governments, trans- 
portation companies and the reputable 
meat trade, 

It would seem to me that the prob- 
lem of competitive foods would be of 
great enough importance for to have 
received considerable discussion at the 
Unien convention, but it evidently did} 
not seem to give the delegates any 
concern, so I will be good enough to | 
give Mr. Adams facts that might «aiv- 
ert his attention from the much abused 
meat retaltler, | 

It is needless for me to deal with the | 
activities of the National Dairy -oun- 
cil. Mr. Adams must know that they 
have through propaganda direct and 
indirect been successful in substituting 
a lot of meat, with milk, cheese, etc.. 
amongst other National Dairy council 
advertising material. I have a leaflet 
that I expect was circulated to thous- 
ands of school-age children, as well as 
to homes. Here is what it says in 
part: The expenditure of the food 
dollar now is, meat and fish, 85%; 
milk and products, 20%; their claim is 
it should be meat and fish only 12%; 
and milk and products 44%, ete. 

I never heard of the beef men yet- 
ting hostile at the dairy industry and 
publicly refuting these detrimental 
practices of the powerful dairy indus- 
try in putting out misleading adve-tis- 
ing like this, which greatly discredits 
the Importance of beef as a major and 
most important article of food Then 
What about the dairy industry preven- 
ting the beef man from setting the 
profit from his clean, wholesome beef 
fat whica should be marketed in the 
form of margarine, and I believe this 
to be the only country in the world to 
prohibit the manufacture of animal 
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etc, In the December number, they 
report an increase of from 25% to 35% 
in the domestic sales of fish, and there 
is not much fish retailed at less than 
20c a pound, as compared with beef at 
from ten to twenty cents, but the de- 
crease in the demand for beef is the 
lack of consumer buying power. 

Well, here is an extract from _ the 
Canadian Fisherman, Dec., 1937, p-36: 
“One firm on the Pacific Coast spent 
$56,000 on advertising canned salmon 
in Canada alone. Employed by the 
Department of Fisheries are two ex- 
pert lecturers and demonstrators in 
fish cookery. Speaking English and 
French, these experts, Miss Leblanc 
and Miss Freeman are touring the Do- 
minion giving lectures and demonasaira- 
tions before gatherings of housewives 
and in schools and institutions. ‘This 
form of fish publicity is permanent, 
continuing from year to year and addi- 
tional lecturers are to be added to the 
staff. 

All this propaganda provides a 
rare opportunity for the butcher 
to build up a profitable fish trode. 
The objective is to make “Any 
Day a Fish Day.” 

Another item of fish news that 
should interest beef men is reported in 
the November number of the Canadian 
Fisherman, p-®% It reports that the 
Dominion Minister of Agriculture in 
buying foods for supplying the relief 
people in the Western drought ireas, 
included 3,000,000 pounds of Mar time 
Provinces fish, a total of which will 
make up a 7%-carload shipment. 

In pounds that looks like the equi- 
valent of approximately 6000, 500-1pb. 
carcasses of Live Stock Union steers. 
Oh, well, possibly this 3,000,000 pounds 
of fish will be distributed through the 
retail meat trade, and not likely to be 
any complaints of detrimental prac- 
tices from the producers. We detri- 
mental meat dealers will be going fish 
mongers for our friends the Fisheries 
Industries every day soon. 

On the front page of The Tribune 
last week is a story of the cattlemen 
finding a poor demand for his cattle, 
and on the next page you carry a De- 
partment of Fisheries and Fisheries 
industry, 2 column by 10 inches illus- 
trated fish advertisement boosting all 
kinds of fish as wholesome and eco- 
nomical food, and you can see ‘hese 
advertisements in hundreds of papers, 
and its been more or less the same 
with other competitive foods for years, 

Anti-meat propaganda is responsible 

for doing the beef man more injury 
than he seems to have any idea of, we 
have what I would call some flagrant 
examples of this. I could write a long 
article about this, but will have to be 
satisfied with giving only one or two 
examples. 
You know our governments have 
livestock branches which carry on the 
work of assisting cattlemen to im- 
prove their breeding and feeding me- 
thods, etc., so as to produce more and 
better products, we have the Agvicul- 
tural colleges and University farm 
staffed with expert classical profes- 
sors of animal husbandry, etc., direct- 
ing this important work. We are 
proud to know that they have been 
successful for years in winning cham- 
pionships at the national and interna- 
tional fairs. What more help would 
you expect them to give cattlemen. 

Well, let me bring your attention to 
something else classical professors 
have been doing for the past fifteen 
years, under the direction of another 
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fat margarine Those quality beef 
steers should have approximately 40 
pounds of edible fat, this should rea- 
I'ze about Sc for margarine, but chose 
steers are actually penalized to this 
extent as compared with the plain 
dairy steer, because it has little fatand 
does not mean this loss to the dairy - 
man, Just why has this never ween 
given some importance at the stock- 
men's conventions; there might be a 
good enough reason, but I would be a 
little interested to know It. 

It does not seem to me possible that 
men like the officials of the Union are 
unaware of the propaganda and acti- 
Vities of the Canadian Fisheries Indus- 
try. I would think that the fact this 
competitive industry have had approx- 
imately one million dollars to spend on 
an aggressive program of national ad- 
vertising the past year to develop the 
domestic market and prométe the de- 
mand for fish would be of such little 
importance as to be entirely ignored by 
the Union edlegates. 

Puring the past year or so I nave 
received several copies of the Cana- 
dian Fisherman Journal, prepared spe. 
cially for the retali meat dealers, They 
have 98 pages and gives much good in- 
formation about the fish trade, how to 
handle it, and iow it should be dis- 
played in the markets. Dozens of il- 
lustrations showing modern fish dis- 
play windows, fish display counters, 
etc. This journal is sent out by the 
Canadian Fisheries Association and the 
Dominion Department of Fisheries to 
10,000 of the most important city and 
town meat markets all over Canada. 
it makes a strong appeal to tie meat 
markets to add a fish section to the 
meat market, in this way they get their 
product in direct cempetition with 
meats, and also they get the bene/it of 
the meat retailers market facilities, 
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which there were 32 competitors, the 
first six men who arrived were vege- 
tarians, ete. In 1912 the Edinburgh 
marathon race was won by the Finaish 
runner, Kolehmainen, who is a vege- 
tarian, This dame man in the 1°12 
Olympic games at Stockholm went to 
the post on six successive days against 
the best runners of all the world and 
six times he defeated them all, etc. 

Professor Fisher of Yale Univ orsity 
selected fifteen athletes who were liv- 
ing on meat and tested their endur- 
ance. He found that on the average 
they were able to hold their arms ex- 
tended for ten minutes. One man, 
who was able to hold his arm exteaded 
22 minutes was a baseball player 
Compared with this thirty young ‘nen, 
vegetarians, but not athletes, was 
tested by the same methods These 
men were able to keep their arms ox- 
tended on an average for 49 minutes, 
five times as long as their meat-eat- 
ing competitors. And one of them 
made a record of 200 miuutes, etc, Of 
course thia stuff is obsolete, but just 
the same it 1s the text book used in 
our schools for many years. 

The high school students have a 
text book called; Manual, for geoxwra- 
phy 1, see page 159, dealing with ini- 
mal industries, this department of 
education authority says, meat is not 
really an essential part of human diet. 
Millions of people rarely eat it, and 
many, because of religious belief, ne- 
ver eat it at all, ete.

for years been used to pay the sala- 
ries of teachers to teach every school- 
age child vegetarianism, and that meat 
is unnecessary and injurious, and 
while this has been going on you have 
wondered why the low per capita con- 
sumption of meat, and lack of demand, 
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jless with a change of government there 
;we would soon be shut out again. 

One large city in the U.S.A. at the 
time of adopting grading and examin- 
ations for meat men's proficiency, iad 
jabout 1200 places retailing meat, after 
about two years of the experiment an 
official check up showed retailers re- 
|} duced to 474 and a weekly increase of 
medium totop grades of beef from 200 
to nearly 300 carcasses, and this -yva- 
tem is being adopted in other «tates 
and cities there.

“Most of you know the history of 
CFGP up to the present and you also 
know that 1 took over the manuge- 
ment about six weeks ago,” observed 
Mr. Berry, who then thanked a 
the people of Grande Prairie and the 
entire Peace River country for the 
“wonderfully kind and considerate re- 
ception” given him on his arrival and 
which extended also to the staff. He 
was confident that this feeling of co- 
operation would continue. The object 
of the company was to serve the entire 
Peace River. 

Continuing, Mr. Berry pointed out 
that there are certain things that a 
broadcast station is not allowed to do. 
He pointed out that CFGP has ac- 
cepted no advertising material from 
outside sources that might in any way 
conflict with local interests. By this 
he meant the whole Peace River 
country. “When I say conflict, 1 refer 
to any advertisement that might lead 
to money being sent out of the Peace 
River counry for goods that can and 
should be purchased in the local ter- 
ritory. I am sure that you will appre- 
ciate this stand on the part of CFGP. 
And want you to understand very 
definitely that I am not mentioning 
this in any sort of threatening way at 
all, but just to point out that I intend 
this radio station to be a community 
enterprise, as at first intended.” 

Mr. Berry further stated that CFGP 
is slowly but surely getting to the 
point when the station will be on the 
air continuously for twelve hours, 
from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. and several 
nights a week longer than 8 p.m. 

Mr. Berry pointed out that the sta- 
tion started with a staff of two three 
months ago, now there are seven. 

In closing, Mr. Berry wished the 
Board of Trade, its president and 
officers and all members the very best 
of luck, and he expressed the hope 
that all the board’s efforts would be 
crowned with success,

ent and air mail, coast outlet by air 
t Vancouver, larger membership, 
commencement of gravelling program, 
the visit of Sir Edward Beatty and ils 
reception when we were told that we 
were entitled to a better rrilway 
service, which has been granted; tiie 
water and sewer by-law received the 
support of the Board of Trade and 
was cerried, thus enabiing the fown to 
make the next most importani step.
